MEETING HELD IN NEW CITY HALL 


CALL FOR CITY'S ACCOUNTS 


George S. Parker Chosen President— 


Other Officials Elected—Seventy- 


Nine Charter Members. 


Janesvllle'R municipal league is no 


longer a thing devoutly hoped 
for, 


but more or less visionary and Indefi- 
nite. 
Through the efforts of a com- 


mittee appointed at the last meeting 
of the Twilight club, and the action 
of about eighty citizens who met In 
the assembly ronm of the city hall 
Friday evening the club Is now a 
'definite organization; it has a com- 
plete list of officers, with the excep- 
tion of a secretary-treasurer who Is 
to be appointed by the men already 
elected; It has held a lively meeting, 
and It expects to soon look upon Its 
first fruitage in greater publicity of 
the city's accounts. 


Invitations had been sent out by 
tlie committee to about two hundred 
citizens to attend the meeting In the 
new municipal building. 
Of that 


number nearly one half responded by 
their presence. 
The committee con- 


sisted of J. A. Craig. E. C. Bailey, 
Her. R. C. Denlson, Francis Grant, 
SupL A. J. Hutton. Geo. S. Pawer, 
and Rev. R. M. Vaughan. 


Model Constitution Proposed 


As chairman of the committee J..A. 
Craig called the meeting to order. 
For the -benefit of those who wero 
not conversant with the 
progress 


•which has already been made he stat- 
ed that approximately one' hundred 
citizens had been personally taken In- 
to consultation, previous to tho time 
of drawing up the constitution 
to 


govern the proposed league. 
Ho 


called upon Prof. Hutton to read tho 
result of the labors of the committee. 


After some discussion relative prln 


clpally to tne cost of membership, the 
constitution was adopted; tho action 
touching on the cost of membership, 
however, was stricken out. 
A num- 


ber of speakers nad been appointed 
to present the cause of the league 
and Father Goebei was tne first to 
take the floor. 


His remarks touched upon a field 


which naturally came under his eye 
as a clergyman. 
A league, he said, 


might advantageously intereferc 
In 


such cases as the Insulting treatment 
of women who are employed In the 
^warehouses of tho city; in various 
types of Immorality current at pros 
cnt; In the cases of saloons the first 
doors of which are kept 'closed—uut 
which have several doors. 


Michael Hayes succeeded him. At 


the outset he won hearty applause 
by laying down tho statement that for 
tho taxes which they pay In Janesvllle 
citizens are not receiving the municlp- 
a. service to which they are entlued 
He then proposed sevoral changes 
which might be taken to advantage. 


Madison Authority Speaks 
Prof. S. E. Sparling, head of the 


department of political science In tho 
state university, alderman from tho 
first ward in Madison, secretary or 
the league of Wisconsin Municipal 
Itics. and a recognized authority on 
municipal reform, was the next to ad 
dress tho gathering. 
In easing up 


to his opinion on the subject he re 
marked that he would speak rather 
from tho standpoint of the city ofllcla 
than of the teacher or reformer.

congress" was life Important predic- 
tion made by Secretary Sliav.-. 
He 


bases his prediction upon conferences 
with congressional leaders. While ho 
has abandoned hope of securing any 
relief before adjournment next March, 
ho will keep up his campaign of edu- 
cation with tlio expectation that some- 
thing may be done a year hence. 


Only fifty legislative days remain of 


the present session, and the leaders 
say that nothing except the regular 
supply bills and the more Important 
measures to which there Is no objec- 
tion can pass In that time. 


Divide on Methods. 


While there Is a general feeling that 


the currency laws should be amended 
so as to prevent stringency In crop- 
moving seasons, there Is a diversity of 
opinion as to the form the relief 
should take. The treasury department 
does not approve the Fowler bill, 
•which Is pending In the house, and It 
•will probably be defeated. 


At the senate end :;i the capltol cur- 


rency legislation will not be consid- 
ered In committee at this session. 


TALKS OF NAVY. 


Officer Expresses Himself as to Per- 


sons Who Are Overzealous. 


Washington. Dec. 27.—"While a gen- 


eral sentiment exists in both admin- 
istrative and legislative circles to ma- 
terially Increase the strength of the 
navy and to carry on this work In a 
continuous rather than 
a 
desultory 


manner. It Is highly probable that this 
policy may be Interfered with by the 
zeal and Intolerance of those who are 
bent upon building a larger than an 
adequate navy." said a prominent na- 
val officer. 


"The fighting officers of every naval 


service will not rest content with a 
navy that cannot make the enemy's 
coast the first line of defense. How- 
ever desirable this may be In theory. 
It Is going to be practically Impossible 
to carry out such a policy, except the 
enemy be some 
Inland 
country or 


some nations like the South American 
republics which neither possess nor 
have use for anything llko a real naval 
organization. 


"Fortunately for the good of human- 


ity and the peace of the world, the 
great warships that are possessed by 
the naval powers rnnnot operate far 
from a base. The fleet now under tho 
command of Admiral Dewey would bo 
a match for three times the force that 
could bo assembled In American wat- 
ers, but navel officers know that If 
Admiral Dewey were to take his licet 
across tho ocean It could probably bo 
beaten by 
a proportionately small 


force of vessels supported by shore 
batteries and various auxiliaries that 
are requisite to the maintenance of a 
•navy. It Is for this reason that tho 
United States should rest well content 
•with a navy that could efficiently per- 
form the work of passive defense."

TRADE OUTLOOK IS PROMISING 


Report Shows That All Lines Will 


Start the New Year With More Or- 
ders on Their Books Than Ever Be- 
fore Recorded. 


New York, Dec. 27.—"Trade 
and 


speculation experienced the custom- 
ary holiday quiet, except In Christmas 
goods, which sold freely, many pack- 
Ing nnd shipping departments being 
still engaged on this clcss of work, 
which could not he completed nt the 
specified time. 
Industrial undertak- 


ings are Interrupted In many cases 
by the taking of InventoricB, while 
other plants are closed because fuel 
cannot be obtained. 


"Orders still coma forward freely, 


and the new year will open with more 
business on the books than ever be- 
fore. Prices of commodities are firmly 
held by the steady domestic demand, 
and there Is a good export movement 
of the leading staples. 
In this as In 


many other Instances, however, there 
is still the drawback of Inadequate 
transporting facilities, which restrict 
shipments to the seaboard." 


U. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly review of 


trade makes tho foregoing summary of 
the Industrial situation, and, continu- 
ing says: 


Financial Outlcok. 


"Financial conditions are satisfac- 


tory. 
Hallway earnings thus far re- 


ported for tho month of December sur- 
pass last year's by fi pur cent and 
those of 1900 by ll.fi por cent.

"An unexpectedly favorable feature

After a Icing season of stagna- 
tion In the export division, the demand 
for china suddenly became consider- 
able, notwithstanding the depression 
in silver and liberal Htocks of cottons 
lu Shanghai. 
Inquiries on this ac- 


count 
arn still numerous, although 


prices became firmer with the stimu- 
lus of moro business. Collections are 
satisfactory, both at the mills and with 
Jobbers. 


Trade In Woolens. 


"In woolen goods there Is u good de- 


mand, overcoatings providing the chief 
feature, but cloak manufacturers have 
also bought freely, especially of light- 
colored lines. 
Woolen and worsted 


dress goods are quiet, but steady, and 
light supplies, sustain flannels. Wool 
Is strong, with a further advance an- 
ticipated next year.

higher) January at 48c. February at 
•iuc to 46c. May at 44c, July at 43c, 
and September at 42c, there existed 
a condition extremely natural 
and 


very much to be deplored. 
The con- 


stant fear of the Inevitable break 
in December kept thoso friendly to 
May gut of the market. 
Tho situa- 


tion is still unhealthy, and not until 
manipulation Is very much apparent 
can any one "size up the situation" 
•with any degree of confidence. 
Not- 


withstanding the fact that I was fav- 
ored with many orders from the In- 
terest most prominent In Decemucr 
Corn. I had no personal Interest In It 
except as a broker, and. as you 
no 


doubt observed, at no time did I, in 
any of my letters advise the buying 
or selling of that month, as I con- 
sidered the risk on either side too 
great. 
Immense capital Is required 
to 


successfully force the bear clement In 
the grain trade to pay tribute to 
a 


bull. 
In the first place, there should 
be accumulated, at a price at which 
the consumer is willing to buy, a 
quantity of grain which will repre-
